T WOULD be rather difficult to find a more absurd performance than 

the action of certain legislators who are seeking to place restrictions 

upon the press. Examples are found in the proposed Colorado act 

establishing a censorship of cartoons and in the Raines-Grady rule 

in New York, which permits the expulsion from the floor of any 
correspondent who incurs a Senator’s displeasure. 

Really, it is impossible to scare up any indignation. As well fulminate 
against Dame Partington for fighting the Atlantic with a mop. The law- 
makers of Colorado are respectfully referred to 
Governor Pennypacker of Pennsylvania, who will 
no doubt be glad to furnish them with expert testi- 
mony as to the efficacy of such an act as they are 
contemplating. As for Messrs. Raines and Grady 
it might be well for these gentlemen to devote some of their valuable time to 
the study of history. They will then be in a position to forecast the success 
or failure of their venture. In 1859, to mention only one instance, when 
Murat Halstead was editor of the Cincinnati ‘‘Commercial,”’ a correspond- 
ent was expelled from the floor of the Illinois Legislature for daring to 
criticize a Senator. It became notorious that not only did Mr. Halstead get 
all the news he wanted, but (to borrow the language of one paper in de- 
scribing the incident) ‘“‘he had more fun than usual.while he was getting it.” 

Recently we had the pleasure of talking with a gentleman of pro- 
nounced Teutonic origin, who as a juryman had been instrumental in cutting 
down a claim of twenty thousand dollars damages, alleged to have been 
suffered by a libelled official, to merely nominal figures. 


“It is to Laugh.” 
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“Vell,” he said, “I didn’t pay much addenshun to vat dose lawyers 
said, ven I learndt dot dot blaintiff vos a polidishun. It vas a goodt ting to 
hit dose polidishuns. How vill ve efer know vot dey vos doin’. Hein? 
Und suppose de bapiers does make a misdake. I don’t belief ve shood hit 
dem hardt.”’ 

Now while this man wasn’t an ideal “judge of the fact,’’ there’s some- 
thing in what he says. It is a good thing to watch out and as long as State 
Legislatures, generally speaking, are constructed of the rag-tag-and-bobtail, 
it will continue to be advisable. 

Not that the public press is immaculate by any means. We are heart- 
ily sick of the mass of putrefaction which masquerades under the guise of 
‘‘news.’’ When two columns are devoted to the latest “‘ash-barrel murder’”’ 
and two paragraphs to an item of international importance, the least that can 
be said is that the editorial sense of proportion has been blunted. Still this 


does not militate against the value of publicity, when the doings of our leg- 
islators are involved:

UCH OF the lay press as discuss the matter at all, have almost without 
exception “damned with faint praise’’ the bill introduced in the New 
York Legislature by Mr. Edwin J. Merritt, Jr., providing for an in- 
terstate convention to consider the enactment of uniform legislation relating 
to insurance, labor questions, divorce, public utilities and similar topics. As 
the New York “Globe” puts it, ‘““The wide scope of the conference-to-be is 

evidence of Mr. Merritt's imagination.” 

What valid objections can be made to this scheme? Certainly not on 
the score of novelty. Have not Commissioners to 
bring about uniformity already been appointed in 

Uniformity. many states? Is not the fact that the Negotiable 
Instruments Act has been adopted in thirty Com- 
monwealths an answer to such a charge as well as 

to the claim that agreement is an impossibility? Consider the steps already 
taken to secure a uniform divorce law and a uniform bill of lading and 
warehouse receipt act. It will take some time before both are adopted, but 
do we despair? By no means, O men of little faith! 

When the “traveller from New Zealand” shall read the story of the 
decline and fall of the American republic, it is not unlikely that he will 
tind that the growth of the National power was due largely to a popular 
appreciation of the value of uniformity. The doctrine of State’s rights is 
supported by strong reasons. A weakness in the system is the pefpetual 
clashing of legal powers and liabilities. ‘To say that under certain circum- 
stances, A may do an act while B who lives fifty miles from him may not, 
must strike the mind of the ordinary citizen as unfortunate, to say the least, 
however it may appeal to the lawyer. 

One thing is certain, the community is beginning to be roused. Ap- 
peals to the government at Washington pour in increasing volume. To 
meet the demand, the Constitution is stretched to the breaking point. By 
and by, unless “‘something is done,” the states’ authority will be whittled 
to a pretty fine point. 

Uniformity is not only desirable, it is imperative and if our Common- 
wealths do not wish to bring about the gradual absorption of their powers 
by the Federal government, they will heed the writing on the wall. 
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UCCESS TO the efforts of Senator Beveridge to check the industrial 
employment of young children, must be the wish of every right think- 
ing man and woman. Unbiassed testimony reveals such a condition 

of affairs, particularly in the South, as makes the acts of Legree seem by 

comparison, the work of a compassionate Samaritan. Nearly two mil- 

lion bread-winners under fifteen years of age, many of whom are required 

to labor ten, twelve or even more hours per day. Think of that you, whose 

sons and daughters, comfortably clad, well sheltered, are permitted to know 
what childhood should mean. 

No, we are not going to “tear a passion to 

Child Labor. tatters’ over this, much as we are prompted to do 

so. Let others tell the frightful. story of man’s 

inhumanity. Those of our readers who would 

hear all the sickening details have every opportunity presented to them. 

‘hey are referred to the national organization devoted to the cause of 

child-labor reform, a body which numbers among its members such men 

and women as Felix Adler, Jane Addams, Samuel Lindsey and Florence 

Kelley. 

This point, however, we would make in cold-blooded argument based 
solely upon self interest. The production of degenerates in such frightful 
quantities spells disaster to any nation. Is the Boer war so remote that we 
have forgotten the lesson England was forced to learn when she found such 
a large proportion of her population unfit to encounter the hardships of a 
soldier’s life? Though war never come to us can we afford to have such an 
appalling legacy of stunted bodies and weakened minds handed down to 
future generations? Can we afford to encourage disease, crime, discontent ? 

The bill of Senator Beveridge aims to prohibit the transportation in 
Interstate Commerce of “the products of any factory in which children 
under fourteen years of age are employed or permitted to worrk”’: (Really, 
fourteen years seems not so very old when we come to think of it and the 
act is not illiberal so far as employers are concerned). 

The cry that this is an infringement of State’s rights, has of course 
been raised. And yet if State Legislatures will not pass laws and State of- 
ficers will-not enforce them if they are passed, what is to be done. Resort 
to the National government seems to be the only solution. Then again, it 
has been pointed out if one State passes a good law and other States do 
not, the manufacturers in the good State are at a business disadvantage 
with the manufacturers in the bad State; for the latter can employ cheap 
child labor and the former can not. The manufacturers in the good State 
suffer because of the very righteousness of that State’s laws; and the manu- 
facturers in a bad State profit by the very wickedness of that State’s laws. 
And American business men should have equal opportunities. 

If one State enacts and enforces good laws, and other States do not, the 
making of good citizens in the former State is neutralized by the making 
of bad citizens in the latter State. For these latter are citizens not only 
of that State which permits their ruin, but also citizens of the nation. If 
New York produces annually a hundred thousand degenerates, they are not 
citizens of New York exclusively, but of the republic also. They vote not 
only at State elections, but at national elections. Also, they travel into other 
States, and there become the parents of bad citizens. 
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IKE BANQUO’S ghost, the army canteen question will not down. 
Though there has been but slight discussion in comparison with the 
amount which was carried on in years past, there are good grounds 

to believe that Congress will not adjourn before some effort has been made 
to bring about a change in the present unsatisfactory condition of affairs. 

The problem has been discussed so frequently that any attempts to 

bring additional arguments into the field, seem destined to prove “loud fu- 

tilities.”

The subject demands fair consideration and 

unfortunately it is certain that it will receive noth- 

ing of the sort. An argument with one who believes that the drinking of 

beer is wrongful in itself will prove about as satisfactory as the telling of a 

ghost story to a bald-headed man. Why listen to the teachings of ex- 


perience? Would you license murder? Then how can you license the sale 


of liquor? Q. E. D. 

Now if putting on a uniform would only work an instant conversion to 
the principles of total abstinence, how perfectly lovely it would be. But un- 
til that desirable result is reached, regiments will continue to be composed of 
“single men in barricks, most remarkable like you,” all legislation of the 
be-good-and-you'll-be-happy sort to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Some day we shall discover that it is better to have no law at all than 
one which cannot be enforced. It is a principle as old as the immortal hills 
that such an act tends to bring all legislation into contempt. However 
commendable the law may be from a moral standpoint, it is indefensible 
from the point of view of the statesman. 

Are we then to have a quasi club room at all military posts where en- 
listed men may meet, and where beer and light wines may be sold under the 
supervision of an officer who, being responsible for the order kept, can and 
will stop the supply of liquor to one who shows the first sign of over-indul- 
gence, or shall we witness the erection of groggeries just beyond post limits 
the sole object of whose proprietors is to obtain as much as possible of the 
enlisted man’s money—places where the vilest drink is sold—where the 
foulest harlots meet—where the drugged soldier awakes to the discovery 
that absence from duty beyond the allotted period has made him a deserter 


so that the sale of uniform and equipments and flight from the law’s off- 

cers is the only way open to him? This is the choice that confronts us. Ex- 

perienced army officers are practically a unit on the point. 
Which course are we to adopt? 


O LOCK the stable door after the horse has been stolen does no harm. 
Though one horse has been lost, the precaution may save the stable’s 
next tenant. Whether the owner’s tardy vigilance is at all praise-: 

worthy is another question. 

For months, the Thaw case had been the favorite topic in the public 

press. Reporters put upon their mettle, had wearied themselves in ferreting 
out nauseating episodes in the careers of all concerned. Editors had written 
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column after column of surmise and drawn morals therefrom by the gross. 
Two months before the curtain rose on the drama 
of the court-room it would have been difficult to 
Locking the Stable Door. discover a literate adult unfamiliar not only with 
the details of the murder, but with the nature of 
the evidence likely to be produced at the trial. 
Certainly it was well understood that the defendant’s wife would testify 
concerning her intimacy with the dead architect, and that her testimony 
would be revolting to the last degree. 

In other criminal trials of far less interest we had seen court rooms 
packed to overflowing with ghouls called as to a feast. We had seen them 
reveling in their horrid meal, smacking their lips over each putrid gobbet, 
retiring ever unsated to spread moral pestilence. 

And the press, even of that class ’yclept conservative. Had we not 
seen whole pages devoted to each new ‘‘sensation’’? “Human interest’’ is 
demanded nowadays—and generously supplied. Had we not seen before us 
in cold type, matter which would have brought a blush to the cheek of 
an Apache? 

Had we any reason to believe that all this—and worse would not 
happen when the case of People v. Thaw was called for trial? 

And when the inevitable occurs, what a stir there is. Post-office au- 
thorities (after the revolting testimony of Evelyn Thaw has been published 
verbatim and given the wildest publicity) bestir themselves and the presid- 
ing Justice concludes to exclude from his court room all female spectators. 
Some day it will be discovered that male spectators are entitled to no more 
consideration. (We have purposely refrained from issuing the words 
“man” and “‘woman”’ for reasons which we consider obvious. ) 

No doubt this is all well enough. Better a tardy realization of duty 
than a total lack of it. But to us this seems to be a case where foresight 
was fully equal to hindsight.

FTER ALL, the Thaw case is so frightfully sordid, so absolutely 
devoid of any novel features. Really if we leave out of consid- 
eration the weapon employed, the whole affair might have happened 

in the days of the cave-men. Very likely if any records had come down 
to us, we would have found some fragment which told how Ap desired to 
appropriate the mate of Ung and how the latter accomplished his rival’s 
speedy demise by the liberal application of a stone axe. 

Now the Harris, Holmes, Buchanan, Molineux and Patrick cases, to 
mention no others, were worthy of attention. The 
criminals were men of intelligence and though 

A Matter of Taste. (with the exception of the murderer of Mrs. 
Adams) they were apprehended, the high degree 
of skill which had been employed necessitated 

some very pretty detective work. These trials were battles of giants com- 
pared with which a chess tournament is insignificant. While reprobating the 
offender we were forced to respect his adroitness. Conan Doyle imagined 
nothing finer. 

On the other hand, the Thaw case is bound to shock the aesthetic sense 
of every true connoisseur of the fine art of murder. Such rawhead-and- 
bloody-bones methods are positively distasteful. To the prospective hom- 
icide, we offer the following advice: Assuming that your mind is made 
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up and that you are not to be deterred, at least produce a work of art in 
which intelligent men may find some pleasure. Don’t lower yourself by 
knocking your victim on the head in one of the public places in a large 
city. Have more respect for your production. 

What is it that prompts people to rush to such a trial. If ever vice 
appeared as a monster of frightful mien it was in the course of Evelyn 
Thaw’s testimony. Still her story like that of Tess, probably proved at- 
tractive to those who would be unable to appreciate the refinement of a de 
Maupassant. Why, one old female creature of seventy, so it is said, actual- 
lv brought an opera glass and expressed great indignation when forced 
to discontinue its use. Some of her relatives should treat her to a trip 
through the dissecting room. It would be like a day in the country to her. 

On the whole, we are not inclined to agree with the Union Federation 
of the evangelical ministers of Providence and its vicinity, who voted in 
favor of the publication of the testimony on the ground that it was inad- 
visable to lose the effect of “‘one of the greatest moral lessons of the age.” 
It is our private opinion publicly expressed, that the aforesaid testimony 
is about as well calculated to teach a great moral lesson as is one of Bal- 
zac’s Contes Drolatiques. The latter, as !east, possess merit from a literary 
standpoint. 

We prefer, however, to base our protest against the whole affair solely 
on the ground that it is an offense against good taste. 

es SF Ss 
OR THE last two or three years, little has been heard of the Torrens 
System of land registration, except in Virginia where Eugene C. 
Massie, Esq., former Secretary of the State Bar Association, has 
been battling most valiently against ignorance and prejudice. 

The proposed act has recently been introduced in both the Senate 
and Assembly of New York. This is, if we mistake not, the first time that 
our Legislature has been required to pass upon this question, though not 
being at all positive upon the point, we shall welcome confirmation or cor- 

rection. Such a vast amount of ignorance prevails 
as to the true intent and meaning of the law, and 
Assuring Land Titles. so grossly has it been misrepresented by its ene- 
mies that we have no hope that it will be passed 
at this session. The title companies are probably 
too powerful. With them it is a matter of life and death. 

Let us ask and answer a few questions in the hope that some light may 
be shed. 

Q. What is the Torrens Act? e 

Ans. It is a law (named after Sir Robert Torrens, Premier of South 
Australia in 1858) which permits the owner of real estate to secure the 
registration of his title which when so registered, is subject to no attack 
collateral or direct. 

Q. What are the disadvantages of our present system? 

Ans. They are many. Mentioning three, we find that (1) Every 
time a sale is made or a mortgage given, the tedious work of tracing title 
must be accomplished by the attorney for purchaser or mortgagee. Each 
time the cost is from fifty dollars up. To illustrate: When the Jumel estate 
was divided into thirteen hundred and eighty-three lots, nearly three hun- 
dred purchasers employed attorneys to conduct searches, and as time goes 
on their purchasers and mortgagees will in turn proceed to a separate over- 
hauling of records. It is a house that Jack built extended ad infinitum. (2) 
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Nor does this secure protection against many defects dehors the record 
such as subsequently discovered heirs, incapacity or nonage of grantor, dow- 
er rights, erroneous surveys, easements acquired by prescription or title ob- 
tained through adverse possession. (3) Opportunities for legalized black- 
mail are freely offered. For instance, the owner of an undisclosed interest 
in a vacant lot may wait nineteen years, three hundred and sixty-four days 
and then recover his proportionate share of the increased value from one 
who has in good faith erected an office building. 

Q. Does the Torrens Act obviate these defects? 

Ans. Yes. A title once searched and registered requires no further 
search. The certificate is conclusive evidence of ownership in the absence 
of forgery or fraud, while a deed under our present system is but the 
front link in a long chain of evidence which may or may not show good ti- 
tle. 

Q. What procedure is adopted? 

Ans. A petition is filed. The matter is referred to an examiner who 
within two weeks reports on the state of the title. If found to be in the pe- 
titioner, notice is published and served on all adjoining owners and. ad- 
verse claimants. On the return day a decree of registration may be en- 
tered and petitioner's title confirmed. An original certificate is filed, and 
a duplicate handed to the property owner. On one side, appears the own- 
er’s name and a description of the land, on the other, a memorandum of any 
incumbrances. 

Q. What is done when the property is subsequently transferred or 
mortgaged ? 

Ans. The transfers or mortgages are filed and appropriate entries 
made on the certificate. Discharges of mortgages are noted in the dis- 
charge column. 

Q. Does not the Torrens System operate to place lands on a par with 
stocks and bonds? 

Ans. Yes. The transfer and hypothecation takes no longer in either 
case. Buyer and pledgee only need to pass upon the question of value. 

Q. But if all assaults upon the title are precluded, is the victim of 
an examiner’s error without redress? 

Ans. Not at all. If the owner of any portion of or interest in the 
property has been deprived of his fight, he may bring suit against the 
State. Resort is had to an assurance fund created out of the fees paid by 
the applicants for registration. Recovery is limited to the fair market 
value of his interest at the time of loss. 

Q. Is this Constitutional ? 

Ans. Yes. The Supreme Court of Massachusetts has so declared, 
and-an appeal was dismissed by the Supreme Court of the United States. 

Q. Is a property owner obliged to register his title? 

Ans. By no means. It is purely optional. If he prefer the old system 
of perpetual searching and endless expense he is at liberty to follow it. The 
old and the new system exist side by side. 

Q. What is the cost of registering a title. tse 

Ans. Two dollars for each thousand dollars of assessed value and 
about twenty dollars additional. 

Q. Has this act been passed elsewhere? 

Ans. Yes. In California, Illinois, Massachusetts, Minnesota and Ore- 


gon. Likewise in the Philippines. It is also in operation in the Kingdom 
of Siam. | 


Q. Is there any reason why we should not adopt it? 


Ans. None whatever, unless wé are to consider the objection of the 


title companies as sufficient.

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LIABILITY OF STOCKHOLDERS OF NEW JERSEY CORPORATIONS. 


During the past two years there have been several decisions in New Jersey as 
to the liability of stockholders in cases where stock has been issued for property pur- 
chased at an excessive valuation. These decisions are of grave importance in that they 
hold that the judgment of the directors as to the value of such property is not con- 
clusive, and that such judgment may be set aside by the courts in insolvency proceed- 
ings, and a personal liability imposed upon the holders of the stock where it is shown 
that the property was overvalued. ‘The revised corporation law of 1896 authorizes 
any corporation to purchase property necessary for its business and to “issue stock to 
the amount of the value thereof in payment therefor, and the stock so issyed shall be 
full paid stock and not liable to any further call, neither shall the holder thereof be 
liable for any further payment under any of the provisions of the act; and in the 
absence of actual fraud in the transaction the judgment of the directors as to the 
value of the property purchased shall be conclusive.’ ‘The words in italics were 
added by the Revision of 1896; otherwise the old statute was not changed. Pursuant 
to this statute it is safe to say that hundreds of millions of dollars of stock have been 
issued in payment of property purchased at an excessive valuation. Are the holders of 
such stock liable, in case of insolvency of the corporations, to pay up the difference 
between the par value of their shares and the amount of the actual value of the 
property as determined by the court? Apparently they are so liable unless they pur- 
chased their stock in the open market without notice of the overvaluation. 

The first case of importance since the Revision of 1896, although it involved the 
construction of the law as it existed prior to the revision, was See v. Heppenheimer, 
(61 Atlantic Reporter, 843). The facts, briefly stated, were that three gentle- 
men, who were held by the court to be promoters of the enterprise, conceived the plan 
of combining a large number of mills manufacturing straw paper into a single corpora- 
tion under the New Jersey act. With that end in view they secured options to pur- 
chase certain mills for about $2,500,000, the purchase price in each case being payable 
partly in cash and partly in stock of the corporation to be organized. The promoters 
then caused the mills to be sold to the corporation for $5,000,000, payable as follows: 
$1,000,000 in bonds, $1,000,000 in preferred stock and $3,000,000 in common stock. 
The promoters attempted to justify this issue on the ground that the good will of the 
combined mills was property of a value sufficient to make up the difference between 
the price at which the original vendors sold their mills and the price paid by the new 
corporation. ‘The board of directors of the new corporation, which authorized the 
purchase and the issue of bonds and stock, was composed largely of employes of the 
promoters. It is not necessary here to state the facts in detail, further than to say 
that at the time of the organization of the new corporation, and in order to enable 
them to raise the cash necessary to pay the vendors, the promoters offered the bonds 
for sale at par with a bonus of stock, and furthermore that after delivering the 
necessary stock to pay off the vendors as provided by the options, over $1,000,000 in 
stock remained, which was divided among the promoters. This was not an uncommon 
method of promoting large companies. In fact the promoters urged this common 
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practice as a defense in the suit brought by the Receiver of the corporation, appointed 
in insolvency proceedings, to hold them personally liable on their stock. Vice Chan- 


cellor Pitney disposed of this defense and stated his view of the case in the following 
vigorous language: 


“But the defendants say: The practice of so valuing property under our statute has 
been indulged in frequently before, and numerous corporations have been organized 
and have existed upon such a basis, so that, (they argue) the practice has become well- 
nigh crystallized and sanctioned by long usage. | am sorry to feel constrained to admit 
indulged in, and, further, that it has brought 
obloguy upon our state and its legislation. But | am happy to be able to assert with 
confidence that such practice is entirely unwarranted by anything either in our statute or 
in the decisions of our courts, and whenever it has been indulged in it has involved a 
clear infringement of, if not a fraud upon, the plain letter and spirit of our legislation. 
So far from approving these transactions our Court of Errors and Appeals has recently 
in a case made a decision and rendered an opinion in which it disapproves of these 
inflated transactions in the most emphatic and practical manner. I allude to the case of 
Volney v. Nixon, reported in 60 Atl. 189, the opinion in which I have had opportunity 
to examine, the headnote of which is as follows: ‘A contract between two persons, that 
in exchange for their joint property one of them shall procure from a corporation of 
this state an original issue of stock to an amount known by all parties to be in excess of 
the value of the property and shall divide the stock thus procured with the other person, 
is illegal; and the courts of this state will not aid in its enforcement, even though the 
objectionable feature has been acomplished by the actual issue of the stock.’ In the 
course of the opinion the learned Judge Dixon remarks: ‘It must be remembered that 
under the laws of New Jersey the stock of the corporation can be originally issued for 
property purchased only to the amount of what is honestly deemed by the directors the 
value of the property.’ Referring to Donald yv. Smelting Co., 62 N. J. Eq. 729, 48 Atl. 771. 

“But@®say the defendants: ‘We acted in perfectly good faith. We really believed 
this property was worth the amount at which it was appraised, and we were guilty 
of no fraud in that behalf. And to show our good faith we invested therein several 
hundred thousand dollars ($467,000) in cash, besides $50,000 in services and expenses 
of the law firm of Guggenheimer & Untermeyer and their correspondents in Chicago, and 
have lost it all.’ And a powerful appeal was made to the court not to subject the 
defendants to further loss by saddling these enormous debts upon them. Let us con- 
sider the affair from the standpoint of the defendants, and inquire just how and for 
what they invested their money. The real estate and good will of the 39 mills footed up 
in value, for purposes of sal to the corporation, to nearly $2,200,000, and, after allowing 
for the overvaluation which we all know that the individual owners of these industrial 
properties about to be united usually manage to maintain for that purpose, and of which 
there is some proof in this case, we may reasonably suppose to be worth $1,500,000, and 
thus to furnish reasonably good security for $1,000,000 of bonds. Hence it was reason- 
ably safe to invest at par in the bonds to the extent of $1,000,000, secured by a mortgage 
upon the property. There was little reason to anticipate the completeness of the final 
catastrophe. The cause of that completeness I have already stated. Now, that invest- 
menf at par in 6 per cent. bonds secured by a mortgage on property worth at least one 
and one-half times the amount of the sum secured is all that any of the defendants risked. 
Not one dollar was invested by any of them beyond the par value of the mortgage 
bonds of the company. For every $1,000 paid into the company they received a 
mortgage bond for that amount, and, besides, a bonus of two shares of preferred and 
four shares of common stock. It is thus made clear that, when the faith of these in- 
vestors in the value of the property purchased was put to the actual test, it went no 
further than to invest at par in first mortgage 6 per cent. bonds, secured by property 
estimated to be worth about twice the amount of the mortgage, to which bonds was 
added as a bonus 60 per cent. of stock representing the value of the property above 
the mortgage. This transaction is known in the language employed in these financial 
transactions as ‘getting in on the ground floor,’ and was so understood by each of the 
investors. Mr. Heppenheimer, in fact, uses this very language in his evidence. In 
answer to a question put by me as to whether he ‘did not think Mr. Untermeyer was 
making you a big present,’ he replied: ‘No; he was not making me any present, but 
letting me in on the ground floor. That is the way all these corporations have been 
formed in the state of New Jersey.’ No doubt each of these investors really, and there- 


that this practice has been frequently 


fore in good faith, hoped and expected that the enterprise would prove what they called 
a success; that is, that the bonds were entirely safe, and so, probably, was the pre- 
ferred stock. And in like manner it was hoped and expected that the common: stock 
would receive periodical dividends for a period of time long enough at least to enable 
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some, if not all, of it to be marketed, or, to use the apt phrase which has been applied to 
such transactcions, ‘to be distributed to,’ and later to be ‘digested by the public.’ 


“I am unable to find that the defendants’ belief and faith went beyond this. But | 
am unwilling to adopt the notion that this sort of good faith is that which is required 
in order to legalize transactions like this under consideration. And here we find the 
real motive and reason which gives rise to these inflated values and ‘watering’ of 
capital stock. It is the desire and intention to sell shares in a property owned by the 


corporation, for that is what capital stock represents, for more than they are really 
worth. And therein lies the intrinsically fraudulent character of thesé transactions. 
I feel justified in so characterizing them since the overvaluation of the property does 
not at all or in any manner increase its intrinsic or practical value, or in the least 
degree promote the real prosperity of the enterprise. A single paper mill will turn out 
just as much product capitalized at $100,000 as $200,000, and its rental value will be 
practically the same. The earnings and profit due to good management and skillful 
handling of the product will be the same, and these last do not depend at all upon the 
producing capacity of the mill. Finally, the division of the profits, if any there be, 
among the stockholdérs will be on the same basis, and the amount received by each 
stockholder will he the saine, the only difference being in the percentage of the division, 
and the market values of the shares will finally settle down to the gauge of the dividends 
earned and declared. But this straightforward mode of doing business does not satisfy 
the present-day promoter, whose object in making an overvaluation is twofold: First, 
to sell shares at more than their real value, and thereby secure a profit immediately 
in hand (‘profit’ is the word used by Mr. Samuel Untermeyer in his evidence) ; second, 
to obtain mercantile credit based on a large capital.’ 


After quoting the language of the Corporation Act, the Vice Chancellor said: 


“The intention of the Legislature, expressed in these sections in question, in my 


judgment manifestly was that the capital stock of all corporations should at the start 
represent the same value, whether paid for in property or money. That result can only 
be obtained by supposing that the property: is to be appraised at its actual cash value, 
precisely as if a board of directors, with the whole capital stock actually paid in cash, 
is dealing at actual arm’s length as real purchasers with the owner of property proposed 
to be purchased as a real vendor, without any interest in the directors to overvalue 
the property, or other interests inconsistent with the real interest of the stockholders as 
such. T say ‘at the start,’ because we all know that property purchased in good faith 
for cash is liable afterwards to depreciate in value, owing to circumstances not forseen 
at the time of its purchase. After all, it seems to me that the true test, under this 
statute, as applied to the case here in hand, is this: If the company actually had to its 
credit in bank the sum of $5,000,000, would it have been willing to have paid that price 
in cash for the property in question for the uses and purposes to which it proposed to de- 
vote it? Would the property be worth that sum in cash to the company? Any less severe 
test will, it seems to me, fail to satisfy the letter and spirit of the two sections of the act 
before recited, which seem to me clearly to require that the shares of capital stock of 
any company organized under the act in force when this company was organized should 
be of equal value, whether paid for in cash or property purchased.” 


Accordingly the promoters, and also certain other persons who had taken the 


bonus stock with bonds were held to be personally liable on their shares. No appeal 
was taken from this decision. 


In a more recent case in the Court of Errors and Appeals (Easton Nat. Bank v. 


American Brick & Tile Co., 64 Atl. 917), after discussing certain decisions of the 
courts on the “trust fund doctrine,” the court said: 


“But without spending time in discussion of these questions, we content ourselves 
with saying that our corporation act places the stockholder’s liability to creditors upon 
a firmer foundation than the ‘trust fund doctrine’ as expounded in the above cases; the 
statute absolutely prohibiting agreements for the issue of stock for a consideration less 
than its par value, and affording relief to all creditors without distinction.” 


In a still more recent case in the Court of Chancery decided in November last 


(Honeyman, Receiver, v. Haughey et al., not officially reported), which arose under 
the present law, the facts were as follows: 


The corporation was organized with an authorized capital stock of $1,000,000, 


all of which with $125,000 of first mortgage bonds, was issued in payment of a manu- 
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facturing property and business and four letters patent. It was shown that two of 
the directors had obtained an option to purchase the entire property for $125,000. The 
court held that there was such gross overvaluation as to constitute actual fraud, Vice 


Chancellor Bergen saying (orally) : 





‘How a proceeding of this kind can be sanctioned by this court I can’t see. The 
principle is well established that the capital stock of a corporation is a trust fund 
for the payment of its creditors. Creditors dealt with this corporation on the assump- 
tion that it had available assets to the amount of its capital stock, which was $1,000,000. 
This was not true. Persons who trusted the concern did so on the theory that its 
officers had fulfilled their duty and that the stock was paid in. They are therefore 
entitled to call upon the stockholders to pay a sum sufficient to enable them to collect 
the amounts of their respective claims. 

“The corporation laws of this state are liberal—just as liberal as they should 
be—and the courts are not disposed to add to the elasticity of the corporation act. 
Incorporators must either advance money or money's worth. This is a perfectly clear 
case of an issue of stock for property at a gioss overvaluation, and the complainant 
is entitled to a decree directing that the contract setting forth that the defendant com- 
pany’s stock was full paid be set aside, for it was a fraud—it never was paid—and em- 
powering the receiver to collect a sufficient sum to pay the debts and expenses of 
administration.” 


These decisions are indicative of the present tendency of the New Jersey Courts 


to adopt the actual or true value rule as to the issue of stock in payment for property 


purchased, and if adhered to will make that state a dangerous one in which to incor- 


porate speculative enterprises. 


FOREIGN CORPORATIONS IN THE PROVINCE OF ONTARIO 


We are indebted to Mr. James R. Roaf, Barrister and 
Solicitor, of Toronto, for the following report of an im- 
portant decision as to what constitutes carrying on busi- 
ness by a foreign corporation in Ontario: 


\ special case stated for the opinion of the Court. The two 
questions submitted were: first, whether the Act respecting 
the Licensing of Extra-provincial Corporations, 63 Vict. ch. 
24, was intra vires the Legislature of Ontario, second, whether 
plaintiffs were carrying on business in Ontario so as to bring 
them within the provisions of the Act 

Falconbridge, C. J 1. The first question seems upon its 
face to be a somewhat large one, but I think it may be 
shortly disposed of as being within the powers of the Legis- 
lature of Ontario under sec. 92, sub-sec. 2 and 9, of the 
British North America Act, as being a mode of direct taxa- 
tion within the province, or as relating to the issuing of a li- 
cense in order to the raising of a revenue. The point has 
been dealt with in Bank of Toronto v. Lambe, 12 App. Cas. 
576, and also in two cases in Nova Scotia, viz. City of Halifax 
v. Western Assurance Company, 18 N. S. R. 387, and City of 
Halifax v. Jones, 28 N. S. R. 452. It is to be observed, in 
connection with this branch of the case, that not only is a fee 
for licenses exacted, but it is required that there shall be paid 
to the Provincial Secretary, for the public use of Ontario, a 
yearly fee upon the transmission to him of the annual state- 
ment required by the Act. No question whatever arises under 
clause 25 of sec. g! of the British North America Act. There 
is no distinction made in the Act between alien corporations 
and those of the mother country or of other portions of the 


Empire. I may say that I should hesitate, notwithstanding 
some dicta cited in Mr. Harrington's very able brief, to class 
the purposes and operations of the plaintiffs as “commerce.” 
The selling or lending of books and other material to students 
is only ancillary to the principal purpose of the company, 
which is to give instruction by correspondence through the 
mail. 

The answer, therefore, to the first question will be, yes. 

2. The second question is whether plaintiffs are carrying on 
business in Ontario so as to bring them within the provisions 
of the Act. This point is covered by the judgment of the 
King’s Bench Division in Bessemer Gas Engine Co. v. Mills, 
8 O. L. R. 647, 4 O. W. R. 325. The application of the English 
income tax cases, such as Granger v. Gough (1896 A. C. 325, 
is taken away by sec. 14 of 63 Vict. ch. 24, which so to speak, 
interprets itself by declaring that a penalty shall be incurred 
if an unlicensed corporation shall carry on in Ontario any 
part ‘of their business; and that the company shall not be 
capable of undertaking an action in respect of any contract 
made in whole or part in Ontario. - 

The answer to the second question also will be in the 
affirmative. 


The judgment, therefore, will be for the defendant. There 
is nothing said in the case about costs, and I suppose the par- 
ties have their own arrangement. If I have any power of dis- 
position over costs, I direct them to be paid by plaintiffs to 
defendant, and also to the Attorney-General, if the Crown 
condescend to accept costs.

Monopoties—CoONTRACT—RESTRAINT OF TRADE—REASONABLE- 


NESS 


Where a combination of manufacturers and wholesalers of 
wall paper was claimed to be in restraint of trade and in vio- 
lation of the Congressional Anti-Trust Act of 1890 (Act July 
2, 1890, c. 647, 26 Stat. 209 [U. S. Comp. St. 1901, p. 3,200] ), it 
was immaterial to the invalidity of the combination that the 
agreement was valid at common law as imposing only a rea- 
sonable restraint on competition, provided the direct result of 
its operation was to directly restrain freedom of commerce 
between the states or with foreign nations. 


SAME—CONTRACT—RESTRAINT OF TRADE—VALIDITY. 


Plaintiff corporation was formed to control the output of 98 
per cent. of the wall paper mills of the United States, and to 
this end made contracts with them to buy their entire output 
at an agreed price. Plaintiff was nominally to make all sales 
to wholesalers and others, either directly or indirectly, at a 
uniform price, subject to an agreed scale of discounts, varying 
according to an arbitrary classification of buyers. The differ- 
ence between the price at which the manufacturers sold to 
plaintiff and the price exacted from the buyers from plaintiff 
constituted the dividends to be distributed to plaintiff’s share- 
holders, who were composed exclusively of those controlling 
the combining manufacturers; the stock being distributed in 
proportion to the size of the manufacturer’s product the year 
before plaintiff was formed. The contract provided against 
the enlargement of the manufacturers’ plants, and the only 
two manufacturers of wall paper machinery in the United 
States were induced to become parties by agreeing not to sell 
except to members of the combination. An agreement was 
also made with Canadian manufacturers to prevent cutting the 
price. Each member was required to deposit his shares with 
plaintiff, to be held as security to prevent a breach of the con- 
tract. Contracts were then made with jobbers and whole- 
salers, binding them to buy their entire requirements of plain- 
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tiff at specified prices, and not to sell at less than the prices 
fixed by plaintiff, on pain that if they did not enter into such 
contracts they could not buy at all. Held, that 
action constituted an illegal combination in restraint of trade

OFFICERS—AUTHORITY—CONTRACTS.

Suggestions Towards Its Interpretation. 


IV 


HE POWERS exercised under the unwritten 
part of the Constitution, deserve some 
words in the nature of partial enumeration. 
They are of three kinds: 

1. Executive unwritten powers; 

2. Legislative unwritten powers ; 

3. Judicial unwritten powers. 

Every implied or inherent power used by any of these 
three departments of the National Government, is an un- 
written power; for all-of the written powers are con- 
tained in the text of the Constitution of 1787. 

A distinguished and very able Senator said in debate, 
recently :* 

“A new school of political scribes have commenced 
to edit a new Constitution. They call it the unwritten 
Constitution. * * * The President is the prophet 
of this new creed, and the Messiah of this strange hal- 
lucination. * * * We know that every word of the 
Constitution is written.”"* * * * 

One of the “scribes” who has presumed to comment 
upon the “unwritten Constitution” ventures some “sug- 
gestions” which, if read by that Senator, may lead him to 
modify his rather narrow, not to say dogmatic, statements, 
which in effect, exalt the letter above the spirit—the pre- 
cise words above the manifest intent and object of the 
written Constituoin. He, apparently refuses to see that 
the customary and needful powers without which there 
can be no true Nationality, are so absolutely inherent in 
government as to need no mention or grant in its written 
charter. The power to exercise the right of self-preserva- 
tion, of self-defence, and of self-development are no where 
“granted” in the written instrument, and yet none can 
deny that these powers, or rights, necessarily belong to 
every Nation as well as to every person. They need not, 
and do not rest upon any grant: they are absolutely “in- 
herent” in personality and in Nationality,and no person or 
nation can long continue profitably to exist without their 
free exercise.

The power to build (or to authorize others to build) 
roads and bridges, is nowhere expressly granted. It is 
usually inferred, or implied from the grant in the “com- 
merce clause.” And while it may be conceded to be a 
proper implication or interpretation of that clause, it is 
also sound construction to base that particular power upon 
the inherent rights of self-preservation and self-develop- 
ment, and as covered by powers that need not to be 
“oranted.’”’ Checking the self-development of a nation 
means a long step towards its death; for growth means 
life, and non-growth means decay and death. These are 
natural laws and their expression or gift by charter 
is superfluous, and wholly needless. And this right of 
self-preservation extends to all the subjects of the National 
government; its citizens, its laws, its products, its roads, 
mines, fields, forests and factories. So that if it be clear 
that any of “‘the interests of the Nation” need to be “pre- 
served” or “developed,” the national power to do so must 
exist; and that necessity must govern even though not ex- 
pressed in written words. 

This was the real basis upon which rested Marshall's 
great decisions which read un-written implied powers in- 
to the very body of the written Instrument of 1787. Not 
that he used words to this precise effect ; but, fundamental- 
ly, every “implication” that he declared, really depended 
upon the principle that in order to preserve and exercise 
even a specifically expressed power—for instance, that of 
the “commerce clause’”—such interpretation must be giv- 
en so as to preserve and develop that full power. 

Rob that expressed power of any implication needful to 
give it full vigor to its plenary force, and you, by so much 
If that clause were restricted to its 
“letter” —or written “one word,” “commerce,” it would 
be so narrowed as almost to be worthless. It would have 
no efficacy in empowering the Nation to do any of these 
great acts of commercial regulation—national roads, in- 
terstate bridges, interstate transportation, railway and 
telegraph and electric-road regulation, food and drug reg- 
ulation, manufacturing regulation, corporation regulation, 


labor and labor-union regulation, for none of these words, 


destroy its potency. 
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“transportation,” “railways,” “telegraphs,” “electricity,” 
’ 


“bridges,” “food,” “drugs,” “manufactures,” ‘“corpora- 
tions,” “labor” and “‘labor-unions,”’ is in the written Con- 
stitution. 

The whole Nation concedes that they are effectively in 
the Constitution, therefore, as they were not written there 
they are an un-written part of that great charter. 

When the learned Senator conceded that Marshall was 
constitutionally correct in making his rulings as to cer- 
tain implied powers, he really contradicts his own state- 
ment that there is no unwritten Constitution. 

As one who keeps to the letter he cannot maintain that 
the expressly written words of the Constitution are broad 
enough to meet the National exigencies of Commerce, ex- 
cept by such “construction,” “interpretation” and “impli- 
cations,” and interpolations as will add many un-written 
and needtul words and powers, to those that are written. 

James Wilson,and many other conventionists contended 
that there was no need of any written Bill of Rights—for 
all those rights since Magna Charter, and the English Pe- 
tition of Rights, and Bill of Rights had become the con- 
ceded and inherent rights of the people of this country 
through their English ancestry, and by virtue of their act- 
ual exercise as English colonists in America: That all 
of those rights, though none was written in the original 
Constitution made in 1787, were in clear legal intend- 
ment, just as much a part of that instrument as they were 
after the first eight amendments were added to it; and 
that it was a mere act of surplusage to add in writing, 
that which equally existed without writing. 

Although the Legislative department has plenary power 
to regulite interstate and foreign commerce under the 
“commerce clause,” there is no need to stretch that writ- 
ten clause, and to refrain from exercising the powers aris- 
ing out of the un-written rights that we have referred to. 

The power to enact a National law regulating child- 
labor, may, justly rest upon those natural rights, when- 
ever the states, cannot, do not, or will not efficiently act 
in such matters. The same reasoning justly may be ap- 
plied to all cases within the domain of National self- 
preservation or development. This opens a broad field for 
thought, and may afford just warrant for National ac- 
tion in exigencies not yet arisen. 

The executive power of the Nation is vested in the 
President alone, by words granting plenary executive au- 
thority. Except when clearly restrained by the written 
word he has the whole executive power commensurate 
with the National need. But the general words of the 
written Constitution could not, and do not, specify one in 
a hundred of the subjects of executive power. The words 
“Executive Power,” at the date of the written Constitu- 
tion had a clear and fixed meaning. They meant the Do- 
ing Power of the nation; the force that puts into execu- 
tion the will of thé people as expressed by their legisla- 
tures, and the force that executes the decisions of their 
Judiciary. 

It is the most necessary and the most powerful depart- 


ment of every government. With us, the lawful power of 
our Executive is greater than that of any other Consti- 
tutional ruler, and it is subject to no aboslute control ex- 
cept by action of the people’s representatives through the 
refusal to furnish money, or through presenting articles 
of impeachment for trial by the Senate as representatives 
of the States. 

Under our system, we could for a _ consider- 
able time go on with the more pressing public matters, 
without a National Legislature (except when appropria- 
tions were needed), and without a National Judiciary. 
Law-making and Decision-making, profitably, oftentimes, 
might “take a rest.” 

But all things, governmental, would stand still 
if the Executive Department were suspended, or 
seriously interfered with. It is almost inconceivably 
vaster in the extent of its operations, directing and moving 
every part of the working apparatus. It is the primum 
mobile of the governmental machine; the electric 
motor which drives and compels to act, every 
one of the multitudinous members of the — sub- 
departments for actual “ruling.” 

Therefore it is that attacks upon the  Exec- 
utive are more harmful or dangerous, than _ at- 
tacks either upon the Legislature or upon the 
Judiciary. They are, too, far more numerous. Executive 
power is concentrated—necessarily to be of the highest 
eficiency—in one man, the President. It is one against 
the five hundred of the National Law-Makers and Law 
Judges; one against many thousands of self-seekers and 
would-be subordinate office-holders: One against every 
force that prefers a docile party-slave in the Presidential 
chair to a man of high independence, with patriotic men- 
tal and bodily vigor, and having full knowledge of his of- 
ficial rights and powers and the courage to use them. 

The Convention of 1787 fully understood the great lia- 
bility of the Legislative Department to-encroach upon the 
Executive. And numerous illustrations may be found in 
the Constitutional Convention Vol. V, Elliot’s Debates: 
Wilson, Gerry, Madison, Sherman, etc. 


The powers of the Judiciary as writren in the Consti- 
tution are all found in Article III; Sec. 2, Clause 1, says: 
“The judicial Power shall extend to al] Cases in Law and 


‘ Equity, arising under this Constitution, * * *” 


. 


Clause 2, confines the power of that court, to appellate 
jurisdiction in certain cases, and “under such regulations 
as the Congress shall make.’”’ In one class of cases, that of 
original jurisdiction, Congress is without the power to 
regulate that Court. Excepting, then, this written grant 
of power, the Constitution is silent as to the powers of the 
Supreme Court. Has then, that great tribunal no other 
powers, unexpressed, but wmplied and therefore un-writ- 
ten? Manifestly, the inherent powers, of its nearest Eng- 
lish analogue, the Court of King’s Bench, inhered, as far 
as applicable under our system, in our Supreme Court. 
The power to maintain its authority, by punishing con- 











tempt, by appointing clerks and other officers, including 
its attorneys and counsellors; the power to issue the 
great writs of subpoena, of attachment, of mandamus, of 
injunction, etc. In short, a thousand powers needful for 
the existence and efficiency of a court which never have 


We 


cannot afford to have our Judiciary, (for lack of written 


been any where other than as un-written powers. 


authority) to cast aside the wisdom of the past as found 
in the Common Law, the Civil Law, the Statutes, Cus- 
toms and Decisions of England, and the accumulated 
common-sense of centuries of English Freedom and ex- 
perience under the British Constitution. 

Those experiences and their principles infiltrate the 
whole body of our government, our laws, and our polity. 

The English example, under its exceedingly elastic un- 
written Constitution, compels us to believe, that one of the 
greatest needs of a Nation lies in the readiness to meet 
new emergencies, and new conditions through the ability 
to construe the Constitution so as successfully to meet 
those conditions and emergencies. 

Any foolish or wrongful “construction” would be 
promptly over-ruled by the people in their collective wis- 
dom and strength. So, too, with the Legislative Depart- 
ment. Innumerable are the powers it uses as matter of 
custom, or of necessity that never have existed except as 
unwritten powers. 

There can be no escape from the position that the 
written Constitution is mainlya general outline of some of 
the chief principles of our dual system, to be filled up, as 
necessity may demand by interpretations drawn (by Pres- 
ident, Congress or Court in their respective exigencies) 
from the Instrument of 1787, and the whole body of Eng- 
lish Law, Statutory, Judicial, Constitutional and Custo- 
mary, so far as applicable to our system. 

Simple common-sense, it seems, should say that, when 
the people have taken the pains to make a national gov- 
ernment, as our people did in 1787, it must be believed 
that they consciously intended to clothe that creation of 
theirs with every quality and power they could confer 
adapted to every conceivable exigency. Otherwise it would 
have no proper sovereignty, no true nationality, no real 
strength or power to be, to live, to grow, to do all that 
it becomes a Nation to do. Their omission so to clothe 
with needful authority would be as unwise as it would, in 
a “perfect union” —a welding—to provide explicit means 
of disruption or suicide as an act to be counted upon. 

Where, as in our case, the unquestioned “intent”? was 
to create a new government having powers commensurate 
with all probable and possible exigencies of the new Na- 
tion, it would be inconceivable folly for us, now, to found 
any argument to restrict our vital strength, because of the 
failure expressly to enumerate in minute detail all of the 
powers generally known in 1787 as inherent National 
powers. “Strength” is always admirable and desirable, 
whether in man, State, or Nation. “Weakness” never is 
either admired or desired. 

The existence of great strength is provocative of jeal- 
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ousy on the part of the weak who would like the strong 
brought down to their lower level. But the possession of 
power is no argument against its existence—no argument 
that it will be abused.. For more than eighty years our 
National Government let its power to regulate Interstate 
Commerce lie almost wholly dormant. But new exigen- 
cies arose, and the sleeping power became “very much 
awake,’ and active in many directions, and upon many 
subjects utterly inconceivable to the Fathers. 


Why say, that the power of the Executive should be 
shorn, or narrowly restricted, for fear that we may some 
day, have a bad or corrupt President, and the less his pow- 
er, the less his ability te harm? We never have had a 
To guard against such 
an impossible creature shall we cripple all the good and 
incorruptible men who may hold the Presidency? Nay, 
rather, as far as right and need permit, let us give strength 


President either bad or corrupt. 


to our government in everyone of its three great branches; 
and relentlessly apply the ample checks and punitive meas- 
ures, if needful. 

If the Executive transcend his just powers, cut off a 
re-election, refuse supplies, or impeach—these are the 
three constitutional and effective safe-guards. 

It the Judiciary abuse their lawful powers, let them be 
impeached. If they belong to an inferior court, in addi- 
tion to impeachment the Congress has it in their power to 
If the 
Congress unlawfully legislate, the people can punish by 
refusal to re-elect the sinning members. Upon every de-

every department be as great as the need may be; if 
abused apply every punitive remedy.

Much of the current criticism against the Executive is 
due to the common error, that the three great depart- 


ments are absolutely distinct and independent each 


of the other. This is not true of them, any 
more than it is true of the boundaries between 
two adjacents states. There is more or less of 


the vague; more or less intes-lacing or inter-weaving at 
Commonly, it is said that all of the 
law-making power of the Nation is vested in Congress. 
On the contrary, while the Congress is the only titular 
law-maker, yet, practically, and actually, the President 
and the Judges have a large share in making the national 


points of contact. 


laws. 

The President, is now, and always has been the chief 
suggestor of new laws. He alone, under his oath is 
bound to “recommend” new legislation ; and from the na- 
ture of his duties and his relations to the great Executive 
Departments he is the best fitted person in the country so 
to recommend. His signature is required to validate 
every law, except in cases of over-ruled veto, or failure 
to sign promptly. An examination of all the statutes of 
the United States discloses the fact, that all except a mi- 
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nute fraction showed by a President’s signature his active 
participation in its enactment. Besides this, an act rarely 
takes effect until duly proclaimed by the President. 

But after the proclamation, and the law becomes active, 
the Courts have their day with it. They may, in some 
“case” “construe” or “interpret” the law, either to life or 
death. ‘They may decide, it “according to the length of 
the chancellor’s foot.” They may uphold it, or cast it 
down. They too have a “veto.” Usually when one hears 
an “eloquent”? Congressman attack the President for en- 
croachment upon legislative powers, he may be sure 
that the charge is made for ulterior purposes. It is the 
President’s duty to recommend, and it would be a sad 
reflection upon the judgment and sincerity of any Presi- 
dent who should laboriously study a subject, and then con- 
fine his “recommendation” to a merely suggestive message. 
If he were sincere in the recommendation, and had a 
manly nature he would use all proper means of seeing that 
his recommendation was properly considered. The re- 
sponsibility of approving or rejecting the President’s sug- 
gestions would be entirely in the Congress. 

Every Congressman deems it permissible to influence 
the President; has not the President an equal right to 
mfluence the Congressmen? Both are right in this view, 
so long as the influence is for the true interests of the na- 
tion, Or so appears, conscientiously to the person who tries 
to influence. 

The Senate and the House seem to have established a 
“Scolding Committee” composed of those, (and there are 
enough for a small committee) who delight to devise 
speeches against members of the Judicial and Ex- 
ecutive Departments whenever in the conscientious exer- 
cise of their lawful powe?s they differ with the Con- 
gressional view. Where lines of demarkation are vague, 
some over-stepping must occur, but why “dispute about 
trifles unless there be nothing else to dispute about.’’ The 
three departments together form the National Govern- 
ment, they should rather aim, each to strengthen the oth- 
er, and so best add to the peace, and honor, strength and 
welfare of the whole people. No serious over-stepping or 
“encroachment” will be tolerated by your masters, the 
“plain-people” of America. prey eS

THE NATIONAL CHILD-LABOR BILL. 


Not often has there been a speech in the Senate which 
has so greatly appealed to the hearts of the people as that 
of Senator Beveridge in support of a bill for a National 
law to regulate the conditions of Child-labor in mines and 
factories. 

To many, the plan of forbidding entry into interstate- 
commerce of any of the products of unlawful child-labor 
seems both drastic and an extreme construction of the 
“commerce clause” of the Constitution. Not so does it 
appear to this writer; especially, after reading the states- 


man-lawyer-like argument of the Senator. His colloca- 
tion of Supreme Court cases on the power to prohibit, is 
very striking, and, to those who wish “authority” to be 
added to “reason” it must have great weight. 

Brief citations are here made from a few of the cases 
cited : 

See the case of United States v. Marigold, 9 Howard, 
560. 

Under the “commerce clause” a law was enacted by 
Congress, forbidding the importation of counterfeit coin. 

Marigold imported such coin, and resisted the indict- 
ment upon the ground that there was no authority in Con- 
gress to make such a law; that the sole power so to enact 
was within the police power of a State, etc. 

The Supreme Court, decided, Justice Daniel delivering 
the opinion: 


The inquiry first propounded upon this record points 
obviously to the answer which concedes to Congress 
the power here drawn in question 

Congress is, by the Constitution, vested with the 
power to regulate commerce with foreign nations, and 
however at periods of high excitement an application of 
the terms “to regulate commerce,” such as would em- 
brace absolute prohibition, may have been questioned, 
yet since the passage of the embargo and nonintercourse 
laws and the repeated judicial sanctions those statutes 
have received, it can scarcely at this day be open to 
doubt that every subject falling within the legitimate 
sphere of commercial regulation may be partially or 
wholly excluded when either measure shall be de- 
manded by the safety or by the important interests of 
the entire Nation. 

Such exclusion can not be limited to particular classes 
or descriptions of commercial subjects; it may embrace 
manufactures, bullion, coin, or any other thing. The 
power once conceded, it may operate on any and every 
subject of commerce to which the legislative discretion 
may apply it. 


In the case of Forty-three Gallons of Whiskey, the 
Court said, by Justice Davis: 


Congress, under its constitutional power to regulate 
commerce with the Indian tribes, may not only “pro- 
hibit” the unlicensed introduction and sale of spirituous 
liquors in the “Indian country,” but extend such prohi- 
bition to territory in proximity to that occupied by In- 
dians. 

Under the articles of confederation, the United 
States had the power of regulating the trade and man- 
aging all affairs with the Indians not members of any 
of the States; provided, that the legislative right of a 
State within its own limits be not infringed or violated. 
Of necessity these limitations rendered the power of no 
practical value. This was seen by the Convention which 
framed the Constitution ; and Congress now has the ex- 
exclusive and absolute power to “regulate commerce” —

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The Legal Status of the Panama Canal Zone.

OR ‘THE purpose of insuring the construc- 
tion of a ship canal connecting the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans, the Congress of the 
United States, by an act approved June 28th, 
1902, authorized the President to acquire 

from the Republic of Colombia, for and on behalf of the 
United States, perpetual control of, including jurisdic- 
tion over a strip of land not less than six miles wide, ex- 
tending across the Isthmus of Panama, from ocean to 
ocean, and the right to excavate, construct and operate 
thereon a ship canal. 

By the same act the President was authorized, if he 
could obtain satisfactory title thereto, to acquire for and 
on behalf of the United States the rights and properties 
of the New Panama Canal Company of France, and also 
the right to perpetually operate the Panama Railroad. 

Having acquired all of these, the President is by the 
same act required, (1) to excavate, construct and com- 
plete the canal from the Carribean Sea to the Pacific 
Ocean; (2) to make such police and sanitary rules and 
regulations as shall be necessary to preserve order and 
preserve the public health thereon; (3) and to establish 
such judicial tribunals as may be agreed upon thereon as 
may be necessary to enforce such rules and regulations. 

The act provides that should the President fail to come 
to terms with the Republic of Colombia and the New 
Panama Canal Company, then he shall, upon terms which 
he may consider reasonable, construct a canal by what is 
commonly known as the Nicaragua route. 

To enable the President to excavate and construct the 
canal the act created the Isthmian Canal Commission, 

_to be composed of seven members, to be nominated and 
“appointed by the President, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, to serve until the completion of the 
canal, unless sooner removed by the President, and in al! 
matters subject to his divection and control. This is 
known as the Spooner act. 

Prior to the passage of this act there had been negotia- 
tions ending in protocols with Costa Rica and Nicaragua, 
in which they had agreed to accept seven millions of dol- 
lars for a canal concession. 

The Hay-Concha treaty had also been drawn providiag 
the same consideration for the Panama canal concession 
from Colombia. After the passage of the Spooner act, 
giving preference to the Panama route, the Columbian 
government repudiated the Hay-Concha treaty, and de- 
manded ten millions of dollars as the price for the conces- 
sion. In the meantime the New Panama Canal Com- 
pany, of France, had agreed to accept forty millions of 
dollars for its rights and properties, and the President 
was having made an investigation of its title. 

In January, 1903, the Hay-Herran treaty was drawn, 





and shortly afterwards ratified by the United States Sen- 
ate. 

lt provided for the payment of ten millions of dollars 
to Colombia for the Panama Canal concession, and set 
September 22d, 1903, as the time within which the treaty 
should be ratified by Colombia. 

In both the Hay-Concha and the Hay-Herran treaties 
it was stipulated that Colombia should retain sovereignty 
over the canal zone, and that the United States and Co- 
lombia should establish joint judicial tribunals therein. 

The Colombian Congress failed to ratify the Hay-Her- 
ran treaty within the time limit fixed, and the President 
refused to reopen negotiations with Colombia. 


On November 3d, 1903, about six weeks after the time 
limit had expired, a revolution occurred on the Isthmus 
of Panama, and a provisional government was announced. 
Under the name of the Republic of Panama it seceded 
from, and declared its independence of the Republic of 
Colombia. On November 7th, four days later, the Pres- 
ident of the United States formally recognized the exis- 
tence of the new Republic, and this was followed by sim- 
ilar action on the part of the Republic of France on No- 
vember 16th. On November 18th, 1903, by a conven- 
tion or treaty, the Republic of Panama, in consideration 
of the sum of ten millions of dollars, and the further sum 
of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars a year perpet- 
ually, commencing nine years after the date of the ex- 
change of ratifications, granted to the United States, “in 
perpetuity, the use, occupation and control of a zone of 
land and land under water, for the construction, mainte- 
nance, operation, sanitation and protection of said canal, 
of the width of ten miles, extending to the distance of 
five miles on each side of the center line of the route of 
the canal to be constructed; the said zone beginning in 
the Carribean Sea, three marine miles from mean low- 
water mark, and extending to and across the Isthmus of 
Panama into the Pacific Ocean, to a distance of three 
marine miles from mean low-water mark, with the pro- 
viso that the cities of Panama and Colon, and the harbors 
adjacent to said cities, which are included within the 
boundaries of the zone above described, shall not be in- 
cluded within this grant,” etc. 


This is the Panama Canal zone. The preamble of the 
treaty recites, that by the act of Congress approved June 
28th, 1902, (the Spooner act), the President of the 
United States is authorized to acquire, within a reasonable 
time, the control of the necessary territory (for a canal) 
of the Republic of Colombia, “and the sovereignty of such 
territory being actually vested in the Republic of Pana- 
ma,” etc. 


The first article of the treaty provides that “the United 
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States guarantees, and will maintain, the independence of 
the Republic of Panama.” 

The third article is, “The Republic of Panama grants 
to the United States all the rights, power and authority 
within the 


zone which the 


mentioned and described 
United States would possess and exercise if it were the 
sovereign ot the territory, to the entire exclusion of the 
exercise by the Republic of Panama of any such sovereign 


rights, power or authority.” 

‘This treaty was ratified by the United States Senate on 
February 23rd, 1904, and proclaimed by the President on 
On April 23d, 1904, the stockholders of 
the New Panama Canal Company authorized the sale of 


February 26th. 


its rights and properties to the United States for forty 
millions of dollars. Shortly afterwards the purchase price 
was paid both to Panama and to the New Panama Canal 
Company, and the United States took possession. 

The United States has also acquired the entire capital 
stock of $7,000,000 of the Panama Railroad Company, 
and, through a board of directors, is operating the rail- 
road and a line of steamers which belonged to the com- 
pany. ‘The original concession for the building and oper- 
ation of this railroad was granted in 1848 by the Republic 
of New Granada, of which Panama then formed a part. 
In 1849 the Legislature of the State of New York, by a 
Railroad 


Company, with full powers to construct and operate the 


special act incorporated the present Panama 
railroad contemplated by the concession of the Republic 
of New Granada, and to purchase and navigate such ves- 
sels as might be proper to use in connection with the rail- 
road. The Panama Railroad Company has continuously 
existed and exercised its rights under that act; and the 
United States owns and operates the railroad and line of 
steamers under a charter granted by the State of New 


York. 
A 


Has the United States a good title to the Panama 
Canal Zone? 

This is the first question to be determined in the dis- 
cussion of the legal status of the Panama Canal Zone. 

On the floor of the United States Senate, Senator Mor- 
gan, of Alabama, with encyclopedic knowledge of canal 
history and legislation, opposed the course of the President 
throughout. He insisted that the President was bound 
by the Spooner act and by protocols to turn to Nicaragua 
when he failed to come to terms with Colombia. He 
denied the power of the New Panama Canal Company 
to convey its rights and properties to the United States, 
and attacked its title as imperfect and fraudulent. He 
offered evidence to show that the State and Navy De- 
partments of the United States were advised of the im- 
pending revolution of November 3d, 1903, which re 
sulted in the birth of the Republic .of Panama, and 
charged that under the guise of protecting the transit of 
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the Isthmus the navy had landed armed forces to prevent 
Colombia from putting down the revolution. He showed 
that in return for our right to protect the transit of the 
Isthmus we had bound ourselves by treaty to guarantee 
and maintain the sovereignty of Colombia over Panama, 
and urged that the ratification of the treaty with the Re- 
public of Panama would be a violation of our treaty ob- 
ligations and of our national honor. 


The effect of his arguments and the force of his oppo- 
sition were somewhat weakened by his well known pref- 
‘rence and long-continued efforts for the Nicaragua route, 
but it is very clear that the objections which he raised to 
the proposed treaties with Colombia resulted in the forma- 
tion of better terms for the United States in the treaty 
with the Republic of Panama. 


In answer to Senator Morgan it was replied on behalf 
ot the President, that the substance of the Spooner act re- 
quired him to endeavor to acquire an Isthmian Canal, 
and did not require him to obtain it only from Colombia, 
and that the protocols with Costa Rica and Nicaragua 
were mere offers on their part and had not been accepted 
by the United States. It was shown that the Attorney- 
General of the United States after a long investigation 
had approved the title of the New Panama Canal Com- 
pany and that the most eminent lawyers of France en- 
gaged to assist him, had agreed with him. It was also re- 
plied that the guaranty by the United States of the sover- 
eignty of Colombia over Panama had no application to an 
internal revolution; and, finally, the President dered 
most emphatically that he or the United States had in- 
spired, aided or abetted the secession of Panama from 
Colombia. 


The President is truly a remarkable man and a great 
Executive. His constitutional powers are great, and his 
extra-constitutional powers are greater. There seems to 
be but one limit to his powers. While he does not claim 
that he has succeeded to George the Third’s inability te 
do a wrong (though he has said that since he has been 
President he has not planted a thorn in any man’s breast) 
yet, I suppose we must ascribe to him’the inability of that 
greater George, who could not tell a lie. 

But, whether or no, the Law of Nations has provided 
no court wherein Colombia may bring an action in eject- 
ment to recover the Panama Canal Zone from the United 
Statés. All the nations of the world, except Colombia, 
have aow formally recognized the existence of the Re- 
public of Panama. The right and power of the United 
States to acquire territory and property is undoubted ; “it 
is a right and power which inheres in sovereignty, and is 
necessarily implied in the power to make war and treat- 
ties.” 

The right and power of. the United States to acquire 
territory by occupation, conquest or treaty is established 
by a long line of historical precedents, and has been ju- 
dicially declared by the Supreme Court of the United 
States in a large number of cases. 
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I therefore conclude that the legal title to the Panama 
Canal Zone is in the United States. The title which the 
United States has acquired to the rights and properties 
of the New Panama Canal Company and the right of the 
United States to acquire and own the capital stock of the 
Panama Railroad Company, involve too many questions 
to be discussed in this paper, and are only incidental to the 
subject. ‘Those who are interested are referred to the 
elaborate and exhaustive opinion of Attorney General 
Knox. It is a public document and can be readily ob- 
tained. 


Il. 


What is the status of the Panama Canal Zone and its 
inhabitants with reference to the United States? What 
are the powers of Congress in legislating for the Canal 
Zone? ‘To what extent do the Constitution and Laws of 
the United States apply to the Canal Zone? In short, does 
the Constitution follow the flag? 

By the act approveu Apr] 28th, 1904, Congress pro- 
vided “That until the expiration of the Fifty-eighth Con- 
gress, unless provision for the temporary government of 
the Canal Zone be sooner-made by Congress, all the mili- 
tury, civil and judicial powers, as well as the power to 
make all rules and regulations necessary for the govern- 
ment of the Canal Zone shall be vested in such person or 
persons, and shall be exercised in such manner as the Pres- 
ident shall direct for the government of said zone, and 
maintaining and protecting the inhabitants thereof in 
the free enjoyment of their liberty, property and religion.” 

The President by the executive order of May 9th, 
1904, directed that these powers should be vested in the 
Isthmian Canal Commission to be exercised under the 
supervision of the Secretary of War. The Commission 
was authorized ‘‘to make all needful rules and regulations 
for the government of the zone and to legislate on all 
rightful subjects of government, not inconsistent with the 
laws and treaties of the United States, so far as they apply 
to said zone and other places.” It was, however, pro- 
vided in the order “that the inhabitants of the Zone are 
entitled to security in their persons and property, in their 
religion and in all of their private relations; that the laws 
of the land with which they were familiar and which 
were in force when the treaty was proclaimed should con- 
tinue in force until altered or annulled by the Commis- 
sion; and that there were certain great basic principles of 
government which should be of force in the Zone and 
were generally stated to be: That no person shall be de- 
prived of life, liberty or property without due process of 
law: That private property shall not be taken for public 
use without just Compensation; That in all criminal pros- 
ecutions the accused shall enjoy the right of a speedy and 
public trial, to be informed of the nature and cause of 
the accusation, to be confronted with the witnesses against 
him, to have compulsory process for obtaining witnesses 
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in his favor, and to have the assistance of counsel for his 
defense: ‘hat excessive bail shall not be required, nor ex- 
cessive fines imposed; nor cruel nor unusual punishments 
inflicted: ‘Chat no person shall be put twice in jeopardy 
for the same offence, or be compelled in any criminal case 
to be a witness against himself: That the right to be se- 
cure against unreasonable searches and seizures shall not 
be violated: That neither slavery nor involuntary servi- 
tude shall exist except as punishment for crime: That no 
bill of attainer or ex post facto law shall be passed: That 
no law shall be passed abridging the freedom of speech or 
of the press, or of the rights of the people to peaceably 
assemble and petition the government for a redress of 
grievances ; and that no law shall be made respecting the 
establishment of religion or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof.” 

With the two Acts of Congress of June 28th, 1902, 
and April 28th, 1904, and the executive order of May 
oth, 1904, forming a Constitution, the Isthmian Canal 
Commission, as the Legislature, has established a com- 
plete system of government for the Canal Zone. ‘The ex- 
ecutive head is the Governor appointed by the President 
of the United States; he is charged with the execution of 
the laws and has power to grant pardons and reprieves. 
He is the head of the Police and Sanitation Departments, 
and his other powers and duties are fixed by the Commis- 
sion. 

The Civil Code of Colombia furnishes the substantive 
civil law of the Zone, but the Commission has supplied 
the procedure. This code of laws is in its greater part de- 
rived from the Chilean code, which in turn is a combina- 
tion of the French code and old Spanish laws. 

An entirely new criminal code and procedure which ac- 
cords to a large extent with ours, has been adopted by the 
Commission, but there is no trial by jury in either civil or 
criminal cases and no grand jury. The Zone is divided 
into five municipal districts, with a mayor and council for 
each appointed by the Governor, and their ordinances are 
subject to his approval. 

There is no voting by the people. 

The five municipal districts comprise three judicial cir- 
cuits and three circuit judges, one for each circuit are 
appointed by the Commission. There is also a Prosecut- 
ing Attorney and assistants appointed by the Commis- 
sion. 

There are municipal judges for each municipal district 
appointed by the Governor, with similar jurisdiction to 
that usually conferred upon justices of the peace. 

The three circuit judges sitting in banc constitute the 
Supreme Court. 

Appeals are allowed from the municipal and circuit 
courts, but there is no appeal from the decisions of the Su- 
preme Court. 

The commission has also enacted a complete system of 


laws for raising revenue by taxation, customs duties and 
licenses. 
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Since the expiration of the Fifty-eight Congress the 
Commission has had no legislative powers. “The Gover- 
nor of the Zone, by an executive order of April Ist, 1905, 
is charged with the powers and duties mentioned in ex- 
ecutive order of May 9th, 1904. But it is doubtful, to 
say the least, that the Governor has any further legislative 
power than is embraced in the power “to make such po- 
lice and sanitary rules and regulations as shall be neces- 
sary to preserve order and the public health.” 

Although the President of the United States has de- 
clared ‘“We have not the slightest intention of establishing 
an independent colony in the middle of the Republic of 
Panama, or of exercising any greater governmental func- 
tions than are necessary to enable us conveniently and 
safely to construct, maintain and operate the Canal under 
the rights given us by the treaty;” and although the Sec- 
retary of War is disposed to concede that the Republic of 
Panama has “‘the titular sovereignty of the Canal Zone,” 
yet it cannot be doubted that under the treaty with the 
Republic of Panama, the United States is the sovereign 
and the only sovereign of the Panama Canal Zone. 

An actual observer of high authority says that “the 
most striking and significant work we are doing on the 
Isthmus is not the rapid completion of a vast and compre- 
hensive scheme for canal digging, but the creation of a 
State,” and that it was inevitable from the beginning. 

And while it is to be kept in mind that the main pur- 
pose was the construction of a canal, yet it cannot be de- 
nied that the United States is exercising the same sov- 
ereignty and jurisdiction over the Panama Canal Zone 
that it is exercising, for example, over the island of Porto 
Rico. 

The Bar is familiar with the decisions of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in what are known as “the 
Insular Cases,” reported in 182 U. S. p. 1, ef seq. 

I will not review these cases except to state the main 
conclusions and controlling premises. In the case of De 
Lima vs. Bidwell, the Court, standing five to four, de- 
cided that Porto Rico, after its cession to the United 
States was not a “foreign country” within the meaning 








of the Dingley tariff act. The minority conceded that 
Porto Rico was not a foreign country, but contended that 
our tariff on importations from foreign countries applied 
to Porto Rico until Congress had enacted a law relating 
to a tariff on importations from Porto Rico; that is, that 
our Constitution and Laws do not extend to Porto Rico 
until Congress has so provided. 

In the main case-of Downes vs. Bidwell it was decided 
that Porto Rico by the treaty of cession “became territory 
appurtenant to the United States, but not a part of the 
United States,’ within the revenue clauses of the Con- 
stitution such as the one requiring duties, imposts and ex- 
cises to be uniform “throughout the United States;” and 
that “the imposition of duties upon imports from Porto 
Rico by the Act of Congress known as the Foraker Act 
temporarily providing a civil government and revenues 
for that Island, was a constitutional exercise of the power 
of Congress.” 

This case was also decided by a majority of five to four, 
but the majority while fully agreeing with the conclusions 
above set out were not in full accord upon the premises 
from which they are to be drawn. 

In the Hawaiian case reported in 190 U. S. p. 197, it 
was decided that under the temporary government pro- 
vided for Hawaii in the resolution of annexation to the 
United States, it was not contrary to the Constitution 
of the United States for the courts of Hawaii to punish a 
person convicted of manslaughter, who had not been pre- 
viously indicted by a grand jury and who had been found 
guilty by a majority verdict. 

In this case the Court stood five to four as in the 
Downes case, and the majority reached their conclusions 
by different routes. 

Mr. Justice Brown announced the conclusion and judg- 
ment of the Court in all three cases. The four members 
of the Court who agreed with him in the De Lima case, 
formed the dissenting minority in the Downes and Ha- 
waiian cases, and the four who formed the dissenting mi- 
nority in the De Lima case, agreed with him in the 
Downes and Hawaiian cases.

In the Downes case all precedents historical and judi. 
cial were reviewed by both the majority and minority 
and both found historical facts and judicial expressions to 
sustain their opinions. 


The minority contended that when territory is acquired 
by the United States with the intention of exercising sov- 
ereignty and control it becomes a part of the United 
States in its full sense and the Constitution in its entirety 
immediately extends over it. 


In the deciding opinion however, it is shown that when 
the United States acquired the Louisiana Territory by 
purchase from France, Florida from Spain, Alaska from 
New Mexico and California by conquest and 
treaty of cession from Mexico and the Hawaiian Islands 
by annexation, Congress determined the status of the ter- 
fixed the rights of the irlhabitants and 
provided a temporary government.

ritory acquired, 
And in each instance 
the enactments of Congress and the terms of the treaties 
ratified, were inconsistent with the view that such terri- 
tory became at once a part of the United States in the 
meaning of the Constitution or that the Constitution im- 
mediately extended over it. 


The effect of the decision in the Downes case is that 
the Constitution of the United States does not extend to 
territory acquired by the United States until Congress 
so wills and enacts; and that in making laws for the 
temporary government of such territory, the powers of 
Congress are unlimited except “where there are such pro- 
hibitions in the Constitution as go to the very root of the 
power of Congress to act at all, irrespective of time or 
place.” 


Under the authority of these decisions Congress acted 
within its powers in providing for the present form of 
government of the Canal Zone; it is not a part of the 
United States within the meaning of the Constitution, but 
is appurtenant to, or belongs to the United States, and 
Congress is not in all things controlled by the Constitu- 
tion in providing its form of government. 


The inhabitants of the Canal Zone are not citizens of 


the United States and will not be until Congress fixes the 
time and manner of their becoming such.

with the Indian tribes—a power as broad and as free 
from restrictions as that to regulate commerce with for- 
eign nations. 

The Indian country, as defined by the act of 1834, 
was at that date so remote from settlements that there 
was no occasion to extend the prohibition beyond its 
limits. It has since then been so narrowed by successive 
treaties that the white population is now all around it 
and regarding it with a wistful eye. 

In view of this changed condition it would be strange 
indeed if the commercial power, lodged solely with 
Congress and unrestrained as it is by State lines, did not 
extend to the exclusion ot spirituous liquors intended to 
corrupt the Indians not only from existing Indian 
country, but from that which has ceased to be so by rea- 
son of its cession to the United States. 

In the Lottery case, the Supreme Court said, in part: 

We have said that the carrying from State to State 
of lottery tickets constitutes interstate commerce, and 
that the regulation of such commerce is within the pow- 
er of Congress under the Constitution. Are we pre- 
pared to say that a provision which is in effect a prohi- 
bition of the carriage of such articles from State to 
State is not a fit or appropriate mode for the regulation 
of that particular kind of commerce? If lottery trafhc, 
carried on through interstate commerce, is a matter of 
and over which 
its power may be exerted, can it be possible that it must

tolerate the trafic, and simply regu/ate the manner in 
which it may be carried on? Or may not Congress, for 
the protection of the people of all the States, and un- 
der the power to regulate interstate commerce, devise 
such means, within the scope of the Constitution, and 
not prohibited by it, as will drive that traffi out of 
commerce among the States?

In determining whether regulation may not under 
some circumstances properly take the form or have the 
effect of prohibition the nature of the interstate traffic 
which it was sought by the act of May 2, 1895, to sup- 
press can not be overlooked. When enacting that stat- 
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ute Congress no doubt shared the vieWs upon the sub- 

ject of lotteries heretofore expressed by this court.

If a State, when considering legislation tor the sup- 
pression of lotteries within its own limits, may properly 
take into view the evils that inhere in the raising of

It has been held, in United States v 
that the provision of section 7 (9) 


Simon, 17 Am. B. R. 41, 
of the Bankruptcy Act, 
that no testimony given by a bankrupt shall be offered in evi 
dence in any criminal proceeding creates an effective obstacle 
to a conviction for perjury charged to have been committed 
by a bankrupt in testifying under oath before a referee, in 
support of claims against the estate in bankruptcy 

Where, within four months prior to bankruptcy, an insolv- 
ent retail merchant, with intent to hinder, delay and defraud 
creditors, hurriedly sells his entire uninventoried stock of 
goods for less than cost, it has been held, In re Knopf, 17 Am. 
B. R. 48, that the buyer who made no inquiry as to the 
pecuniary condition of the vendor, will not be protected as a 
bona fide purchaser, though he paid for the goods and was 
innocent of any intentional participation in the vendor's fraud 
upon his creditors. 

The case of In re Kolster, 17 Am. B. R. 52, holds that a 
bankrupt, who anterior to the four months period voluntarily 
surrepders an option to purchase certain real estate of which 
he is the lessee, and makes no mention of the same in his 
schedules, may not be charged with a concealment of assets 
from his trustee, in the absence of evidence of a secret trust 
or agreement that the one to whom the option was surren- 
dered, was to hold the property for the benefit of the bankrupt. 

\n increase of a bankrupt’s estate, as a net result of the 
between him and a creditor within the four 
months period, where the last transaction was a payment on 
account of the indebtedness, is held, In re Watkinson, 17 Am.

Our author displays a scientific conservatism in dealing 
with the time honored authorities of Roman History, but 
he does not seem to follow Pais to quite the length that 
that writer goes in his Storie in which “not only Kings 
and their Laws, but the early Consulate and Tribunate, 
and the Decemviri too, are relegated to a region of fable.” 


Perhaps the historian does not have our sensitiveness 
(which we hope is shared by the archxologist) for if he 
did we feel sure he would sympathize at the keen disap- 
pointment we feel at finding the romantic bases of our 
belief in Early Roman History thus shattered. For think 
of the great toil and difficulty with which these relics and 
evidences have been gathered together, of the joy and self 
congratulation that must have been the archzologist’s at 
making a new “find” of apparently vast importance in 
illuminating the darkness veiling the past of Rome; think 
of the souls that have been stirred by that history and le- 
gend,—and then listen to this iconoclastic catologuing of 
Pais,—“Pure invention and the servile reproduction of 
foreign history, legendary or otherwise, anticipations, 
sometimes doubled or trebled, of actual later events, and 
mostly framed for the glorification of particular families, 
who had official opportunity for falsifying what little ex- 
isted of true record.” Discouraging, indeed, it must be 
to make a history of law from material in such a condi- 
tion as this. 


Returning to the plan of the book, as already explained, 
§ 1 deals with the primary sources or original documents. 
These do not exist (with one debatable exception) before 
186 B. C., but before that date certain documents are tak- 
en account of that were known to classical authorities. 
“‘Numa’s Books” quoted by Pliny and the “Jus Papir- 
ianum” are examples. The “Regiae leges” too are repre- 
sented by Pomponius as regularly carried (latae)by Rom- 
olus and subsequent Kings. A large and rapidly increas- 
ing original source are the negotia or records of some pri- 
vate legal transaction. In these documents we have ex- 
cellent evidence as to current legal practice and they can 
in most cases be assigned to exact dates. 





The secondary sources are taken up in the preliterary 
period by our author in § 2 and carried through the five 
sections of the book. These include, (1) Historians, (2) 
General Literature, (3) Antiquaries, and (4) Jurists. 
In describing each the author takes great pains to tell us 
what is really authenticated fact and what is useful in 
adding to our information of laws and customs though 
the source itself may be mere poetry or fiction. Cicero 
has furnished the greatest wealth of materials to the his- 
torians of law. But even Cicero it seems must be taken 
with the proverbial “grain of salt.” His contributions are 
too varied and in some cases of slight value, those in the 
earlier Roman Law, being especially untrustworthy. The 
imitations of the antique in the de legibus are too ideal 
and not to be taken as any evidence of actual Roman 
Law and the de republica shares the same criticism as 
Blackstone in being too optimistic to be a trusty guide 
for an obscure period. The plain business statements and 
directions contained in Cicero’s letters, however, furnish 
really valuable knowledge of Roman Private Law. 


The section on the Jurists and Antiquaries have a per- 
sonal side that makes them most intefesting reading. 


In his Chronological Sketch (§ 7) the author gives us 
information as to the scope and arrangement of his com- 
pleted work that we sought for in vain in the Introduc- 
tion, and an excellent table is set forth of the historical 
facts that have bearing on Roman Private Law and its 
different modes of formation or enactment. 


The whole work shows the most careful research and 
diligent labor given to a most difficult subject. The mag- 
nitude of the task will be further realized from the au- 
thor’s statements that his study was begun by an analysis 
of the original authorities, independently of any modern 
work. A table of the Jurists enumerated in § 6, follows 
the chronological sketch and a comprehensive index closes 
Part I.
